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The Human Element. 


The cause of the catastrophe on .the New York Central Rat - 


road, news of which shocked the public a few days ago, will 
probably remain a mystery, for the engineer who was appar- 
ently responsible for it died at his post. 
Officials of Ihc com- 


pany stale that he ran pasl three distinct signals, but what 
caused him to do this will never be known. All Ihal can be 
known is that for some unaccountable reason Hie signals were 
disregarded with frightful resulls, more than a doxcu persons 
being killed and many others injured. 


The dead engineer was in charge of the engine hauling a 


Michigan Central train of (en cars laded with express matter, 
and when a few miles from Schenchtady this train, running at 
high speed, crashed info the rear end of a passenger Irain Ihal 
had been stalled by engine (rouble, and (he work of dealh and 
destruction was done. According to reports, (he engineer ran 
pasl Iwo block signals, properly set, and pasl the flagman of 
live passenger (rain, who did his besl lo slop I he on-rushing 
express by" (he use of a red lanlern, which he is said lo have 
thrown inlo Ihe cab as the Irain thundered by and into Ihc 
tail end of (he one ahead. The horror that ensued can he more 
easily imagined than described. 


The catastrophe is a shocking illustration of the importance 


'if the human clement in Ihe affairs of life. Scientists and in- 
ventors have done their besl lo render safeguards practically 
automatic, and they have accomplished wonders. The block 
signal system is of inestimable value in preventing jusl such 
accidents as (his, and yet il is utterly useless when Ihe human 
clement fails to co-operate, as was the case in this direful in- 
stance. The apparatus worked correctly, according to reliable 
authority, but the. man was, for some reason, oil' his guard and 
the inevitable took place. 


The occurrence is distressing in every detail, and in none 


moie than in the fact thai rules, regulations and equipment all 
went for naught because of the heedlessncss of one man. A 
moment's forgetfulness or absent-mindedness on the part of 
the man at the throttle overshadowed the complete equipment 
of Ihe signal system and the care with whicli the rules of the 
road had been framed, and in circumstances under which an 
accident of this kind would have been deemed impossible 
there came with the suddenness of an earthquake a crash of 
appalling proportions. 


And a sobering thought is that there appears lo be no 


remedy for (he evil of lapses in the human element. After all 
devices and systems have been adopted danger persists when 
the human hand and brain fail in Ihe performance of their al-j 
lolled tasks, as happened in this distressing case, and as it has 
happened in many others. 


This is no reason why all mechanical safeguards against 


(Lin.™- should nol be employed, bul we are taught by such 
IvMi'ienings that there is a limit to the reliance that can be: 
placed upon men's best inventions, and upon men themselves.
